Mr. Depew’'s Story About the Selection of
General Harrison for Presidoos
New York Commercial Advertiser.

Chauncey M. Depew is authority for the
statement that General Benjamin Harrison
cwea his elevation to the presideney of the
Unitea States primarily to the effects of a din-
ner party. Many persons have heard of the
dicner given by Mr. Depsw to the New York
delegation after his withdrawal from the presi-
dential contest, ou the second day of the con-
veution. But the eflectsa of that dinner have
not been made publie until Mr. Depew told of it
to-dar.

“After the first day's balloting,” said Mr,
Depew, "it was apparent that the West was so
much opposed to the candidacy of a railroad
president that there was Lo show for me, so [
determined to withdraw., Thenu the important
question was: Wopom ghoul!d the New York
delegation support. Thelr preferences wers na-
mervus. Sowe iokisted on voting for Blaine
till the end, and others wanted to break for
Sberman, Gresham and the other candidates.
As chairman of the delegation I called & confer-
ence of the four delegates-at-large, who, of
course, controlled in a measure the courss of the
delegation. We met, Senator Hisgoek, Thomas
C. Platt, Warner Miller and mghe!lf. I spoke
firet, and proposed that Benjamin Harrison
should be supported, as he was the most
avallable man on account of his record as a
soidier, his record in the Ubnited Siates Senate,
and, I eonfess, I urged his adoption by us on the
rentimental ground that he was the grandson of
old Tippeocanoce. But the other delegates-at-
iarge did not look at matters through my spec-
tacjes.  Mr. Platt favorad another marn, Sen-
ator lliscock bad a differsnt choice and “Varner
Miller wanted a third man. Still, we were all
wiiling to surrender our preferences in favor of
the others for the good of the party. No, I
won't tell you the preferences of the other del-
esgates. | only say that I alone favored Har-
rison. A long dissussion ensued. Idid my share
of the talking, von may be sure, and the result
of the discussion was that the four of us agreed
on Harrison. Then Iecailed lor a meetiog of the
whols Naw York aelegation. All were nresent.
I twcld them of the action of the deld tes-at-
Isrge, and asked their opinions. Fifiy-eight
agreed with vs and twenty-four differed. No
amount of persuasion could convince them that
Harrison was the man to win.

“Here was a suag of larges size. New York
wanted the bonor of naming the President; still
it conid wot be the deziding factor in the con-
vention ualess, after my withdrawal, it would
go solidiy for some other candidate,

“What did Ido! Well, I thougnt the matter
over for an bour and then invited the delegation
to dinner. I did not try to convince the recaleci-
trants. | simoly gave them good things to eat
and good drink to enlighten their understand-
ing. And Dbehold the result! By the time
the dinner wes ended every mother's son of
them was shouting for Harrison. This resulg
was largely due to speeches by Senator His-
cock, Warner Miller, ex-Senator Platt and
Senator Fassett, who, after the first conference,
heartily supported Harrison. The rest is an-
cient history, New York wvoted for Harrison
and he was nominated by acclamation. The
dinver solidified New York's vote. What's the
matter with a good dinner as a political factor?”
asked Mr. Depew, laughing heartily,

Ex-Assistant Secretary Coon Believes Sena-
tor Sherman Will Be Secretary of State,
Now York Mail and Express.

Charles E. Coon, ex-Assistant Secretary of
the Treasury, in conversation to-day with a re-
porter at the Fifth-avenus Hotel, gave the
uames of several statesmen who he had no
doubt wonld be selecred by President Harrison
for his Cabinet. Mr. Coon isa warm personal
friend of Senator John Shermsn, and supported
bis cancidacy for the Republican presidential
pomination. He said:

“My opinion is that Senator Sherman will be
Secretary of State. I have littie doubt about it.
He is 8 statesmaan in the largest sense of the
word, and has made a study of the Cusnadian
question. During the next few years we will
bave to deal with Canada, and naturally Gen.
Harrison will desire to have a trained and able
statesman to settle our differences and establish
an entente cordiale that eamnot easily be dis-
turbed.

FOR SECRET WORK.

————

A Type-Writer That Is Intended for Very Pri-
vate Correspondence.
Boston Transcript,

“A great improvement bas been made in type-
writers within the past few years.”

A dealer in these articles was explaining their
mechanism to a reporter.

“*Even now they have been so far perfected
that an expert writer can turn ovt copy much
faster than by using a pen. A new departure,
howaver, bas been ruade. An Englishman has
juvented an ingenious method of producing a
cipber or secret communication oy mechanical
means. It is adapted for use oa type-writers or
similar writing machines where the type or cor-
responding index seale, dial, or pointer 1s capa-
ble of being moved or adjusted. The type writ-
ing machines to be used for the purposs are
made in duplieate, so that the two index scales
correspond with each otber io the arrangement
of their characters, but differ from any other
pair of machines. Since the index scaleis ad-
justable it may be shifiad in two corresponding
machiuves 8o that oue or more of the characters
is moved out of its normal position and, in con-
sequence, when the operator strikes a certain
Jetter on the key-board auother totally different
willi be printed. Thus he can continue and
write out an entire letter, which, to the uniui-
tiated, will seem like pothing more than a con-
fused jumble of characters. 'To decipher what-
ever has been written it is only pecessary for
the individual who has the clew to shift the in-
dex scale in the opposite direction from tlLat
used by the oriziual operator, and then, by strik-
ing ou the key-board the characters of the sccret
communication, the correct message will be
printed. .

Fish in Untold Numbers.
Neoew York Mail.

“Thers are 70,000,000 eodfish caught snnually
off the Newlfoundland ecoast,” observed a fish
culturist the other day. ‘‘You might think
that would depiets the yearly hateh. If 80, you
would be mistaken. It has been caleulated
that, as flsh produce so many eggs, if vast nom-
bers of the latter and of the fish themselves
were not continually destroyed and taken they
weould soon fill up every available space in the
seas. For instance, from 60,000,000 to 70,000,000
codfish are snnvally caught on the shores of
Newfoundland. Bat even that quantity seems
small when it is considered thas each cod yields
abont 4,500,000 eggs ¢ season, and that eyen
8,000,000 bave been found in the roe of a siagle
eod. Were the 60,000,000 cod taken on the soast
of Newfoondland left to b the 30,000,000
females producing 5,000,000 every vear. it
would give a yearly addition , 000,000,000, -
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000 young eodfish. Other fish, though not equal-
fug the cod, are wonderfully prolifie. A herrin
weighing six or seven ounces is provided wit
30,000 eggs. After making all reasonable ailow-
ances for the destruction of eges and the young,
it has been estimated that in three mrl & sin-
gle pair of herriogs would produce 000,000,
Buffon caleulated that if a pair of herrings dounld
pe left to breed and maltiply undisturbed for a
period of twenty years, they would preduce an
smouat of fish equal in bulk to the globe on
which we live.”
